and the desire for a bloody revenge 
Thou shalt feed the banting flame ol 
revonge 
Thou shalt await vita faith 


the great day that will bring th 
.peace and revenge. 


Inasmuch as Prance did not bring 


.on the World War and waa not the 
jsote factor in the German defeat, the 


S distant observer la ant to wonder why 
i Prance In particular and alone Is thus 
singled out. The explanation Is that 
Germany and France border each 
'other aod as th* result of friction 
have been militant enemies from 
time to time for a thousand years or 
unore.

was tissue like a drum, stretched 
across the bony opening ot th« ear 
that received the sound, It was easy 
to understand. 


The little bones In the middle ear 


that transferred the sound across to 
the Inner ear. and so to tbe nerves 
that carried it to the brain, Interest- 
ed me greatly. 


But perhapa the most Interesting, 


and yet most natural 
thing to ex 


pect, waa the little tube that went 
up from the throat to tb« middle 
tar. 
Thla little tube was to admit 


air to the middle ear, so that the 
drum would have air pressure on 
either aide aad thus b« kept tense, 
and In the proper condition to re- 
ceive sounds. 


Anything that prevents the air 


getting through this tube Into the 
middle ear will, of course, lessen the 
(aside pressure. 


The outside pressure will then be 


eo great that a "roaring" ia felt in 
the ears. You see a cold in the 
throat can not only Inflame and con- 
gest the throat, but can also travel 
np this tube, and by swelling the 
Inner side, partially 
block the air 


from getting up to the middle ear 
Thus the specialist 
will have you 


close your line, and also eloae your 
nostrils with your thumb aad flnger. 


Then with a special instrument— 


an air 
bag—will 
blow 
Into the 


ttonth with anch force that he opens 
np more widely thla little tube 
which carries the air going np to the 
middle ear. 


Sometimes when you hear that 


roaring In the head, 
If you simply 


lose yonr nose and month as above 
and then attempt to expel the ait 
rom your lungs through your closed 
mouth, thla air from the lungs will 
Ikewlse open 
up the 
tube more 
Idely for yon. 
At times large tonsils prevent the 


air going up thla tube by obatruct- 
ng the opening

of course, on the outer sldei 


f the drum. wax. or cerumen as It | 


Is called, can be so closely packed i 
against the drum that it is unable to 
vibrate properly. 


This Is removed by syringing one 


pan peroxide to four parts of hot 
water into the ear. leaving It in for 
flve minutes, and then syringing In- 
to the ear. hot soda water In the 
proportion of »A teaapoonful of bak- 
ing soda to H Class of hot water. 


This may require twe» or three at- 


tempta, but it usually removes It 
completely.

heats It Is Imperative to Instantly stop 
and find the trouble. In an emergency 
a very wise thing to do Is to pour ail 
abundance of oil into the crank case. 
Ot course your exhaust will smoke, 
but the additional oil will offer a pro- 
tection to the inside of the engine until 
tellef Is at hand. 


The fan Is one of the most Im- 


portant parts of the cooling system. 
If the belt slips so as to reduce the 
fan draft It must be adjusted, but In 
making the adjustment do not get the 
belt too tight for it will break. Clean 
the belt In gasoline ever; so ofte«w»nd 
rid' It of the oil and" gummy matter? 
Bitch up your garden hose and'send 
Its.spray through the openings in the 
radiator that probably are clogged with 
mad. But do this from the engine side 
of the radiator, otherwise you will 
abort circuit the electrical system.
